4.  All  taxes  levied  for  the  year  1941  and  for 
any  of  the  years  prior  thereto  under  the 
“  Taxation  Act  ”  and  the  “  Public  Schools  Act  ” 
in  respect  of  the  area  comprised  in  the  munici¬ 
pality  shall  be  collected  in  the  manner  provided 
in  those  Acts  respectively. 

5.  For  the  year  1942  the  revenue  of  the  vil¬ 
lage  municipality  of  Westview  shall  include 
the  taxes  levied  under  the  “  Taxation  Act  ”  for 
the  said  year  1942  upon  the  real  property 
within  the  said  village  municipality  of  West- 
view. 

All  taxes  collected  under  the  “  Taxation 
Act  ”  for  the  year  1942  upon  the  real  property 
within  the  said  village  municipality  of  West- 
view  shall  be  paid  from  the  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  of  the  Village  of  Westview  and  applied 
for  the  purposes  of  the  said  village.  The  first 
payment  shall  be  made  not  later  than  the  first 
day  of  December,  1942,  and  the  balance  of  the 
1942  taxes  collected  up  to  the  end  of  1942  not 
later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of  February,  1943.

9.  The  Commissioners  shall  have  power  at

1942,  to  incur  liabilities  by  borrowing  money, 
or  otherwise,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  five 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($5,500),  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  the 
municipality  until  the  revenues  for  the  year 
1942  are  available  for  that  purpose,  and  any 
liabilities  so  incurred  shall  be  repaid  out  of 
the  revenues  for  the  year  1942.
